The number of proposals the 
ASsOCIatON presents are mean- 
ingless when they are so astro- 
nomical in cost. Indeed the first 
proposal called for an increase 
of over 50% in salary and fringe 
benefits, while at the same time 
Proposing a substantial reduc- 
tion in workload.

Improve Park 
Facilities Here 


State Senator Robert W. 
Davis reported today the Mich- 
igan Senate has approved more 
than a quarter tnillion dollars to 
improve park facilities within 
his district. 

The Capital Outlay bill allo- 
eating 1974-75 spending under 
the State Recreatio Bond 
Fund specifically includes 
$290,192 for 11 projects spread 
through the 37th Senate Dis- 
trict. 

Senator Davis provided the 
following capsule summary af- 
fecting Crawford County: 

White Pine Canoe Camp, 
Crawford County - $121,000.

“This bill provides funds for a

creased work schedules. The 
monetary demands of the As- 
sociation's third and last pro- 


posal would provide increases . 


in total cost to the college and 
taxpayer that would exceed 
24%. (The 16% cost of the 
teachers’ package published in 
the Bay City Times, August 31, 
1974, did not reflect the true 
cost of the proposal}. The 
actual 24% increase in salary 
and fringe benefits does not 
include the cost of increases in 
staff necessitated by demands 
for decreased work schedules. 
By our estimate the cost of this 
proposal would be close to a 
28% increase. 

The Board finds that these 
repeated demands for more 
money and less work render it 
impossible to make intelligent 
counter proposals that would be 
fair to ihe instructional stall, 
fair to other college personnel; 
and fair to the community. 

As jor the faculty's state- 
ments in the newspapers com- 
paring Kirtland with other com- 
munity colleges and neighbor- 
ing K-12 districts, it is apparent 
that important criteria for mak- 
ing valid comparisons has been 
omitted. For example, the ref- 
erence in the September 5th 
edition of the Roscommon 
Heraid about K-12 salaries did 
not include K-12 workloads, 
class size, or the number of 
hours spent teaching. We ask 


on to comoars thn 
the Acsociation tc compare the 


fifteen contact hours that many 
Kirtland instructers have as a 
teaching load with the teaching 
load of the area K-12 instruc. 
tors. The Board believes if such 
comparisons are to be made 
they should inciude aii. ihe 
pertinent data; not just the data 
that supports a particular point 
af view, 

We urae the Faculty Associa- 
tion to re-examine its position 
and tactics. The Board negotia- 
tors will continue to bargain in 
good faith as they have since 
the commencement af bargain- 
ing. Tt is the intention ui ine 
Board to enter fully into the 
spirit of coliective bargaining as 
provided by jaw. Further, if the 
faculty will respect Board re- 
sponsibilities and present de- 
mands that are fiscally realistic, 
it should provide thé stimulus 
tor more productive negotia- 
tions.

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A veritable Shangri La with the 
unlikely name of Coal Township, 
Fennsylvania is a candidate for the 
title of near-Utopia garden spot of the 
year. 

And the reason that Coal Township 
is in fine for these hurrahs? 

According to crime statistics re- 
Jedsed by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, Coal Township is the 
safest community in the nation. 

In the FBI list of crime in cities of 
10,000 and larger, Coal Township— 
which checks in with a population of 
11,789—-was one of only nine com- 
munities reporting no violent crimes 
during 1973. 

And of those nine, Coal townshin 
reported the fewest total offenses, 

“We haven't had a murder in Coal 
Township in 15 years,’ * according to 

Coal Township spreads. over 42 
square miles, around the town of 
Shamokin about 120 miles northwest 
of Philadelphia. Chief Weaver says 
Coal Township is largely a bedroom 
community for the work force in 
factories in nearby cities, and is a 
haven for retired folks. 

“We don't have much marijuana 
and much heroin, none of that stuff,” 
Chiet Weaver commented in attempt- 
ing to explain Coal Township’s crima- 
free record. 

“We do have police patrols out all 
night,” he continued. “Our churches 
have extra activities to keep -the 
young people off the streets.” 

Coal Township is not entirely 
crime-free. but it’s close enough to 
satisfy most of us who have come to 
expect crimes of one sort or another 
as almost everyday fare. 

For example, there were about 25 
burglaries in Goal Township in 1973, 
and about a half-dozen stolen cars, 


as well aS sneak thievery averaging 
about one a week. 

Bui in Coal Township, there were 
no murders, no manslaughters, no 
rapes, no assaults, and no robberies.

For most of us, that would be 
plenty good enough. 

Meanwhile, the rest of the nation 
didn’t fare nearly so weil. Figures for 
1972 had shown a crime decrease of 
about.4 percent from 1971—-the first 
decline in 17 years, according to FBI 
tigures. 

Then came 1973, with an increase 
of six percent over 1972. Seems as 
{hough things are back to normal, 
crime-wise, And in the first quarter of 
1974, statisiics show a 15 percent 
increase over the same period in 
1973. 

From a gross standpoint, more 
than 8 million serious crimes were 
committed in 1973, ar one every 16 
minutes. Murders were up five 
percent, assaults seven percent, and 
rape 10 percent. 


Except for Coal Townshin and the 


eight other 10,000-plus communities 
with no violent crimes reported, there 
was little to cheer about in the 
FBI figures. Who is in jail, anyway? 

Entirely unreiated vui mierestng 
nonetheless is another survey, con- 
ducted by the U.S. Bureau of the 
Census in 1972, about the 141,900 
inmates in the country’s 3,921 jails. 

About 95 percent of all inmates 
were male, about 60 percent were 
under the age of 30. The 21-24 age 
bracket had the largest group of 
nrisoners, while inmates of 18 vears 
or less mad up only nine nercent of 
jail population. 

About 50 percent of inmates were 
unmarried, and 40 percent were 
unemployed at time of admission. 
About half were living on income 
below poverty level. Blacks com- 
prised 42 percent of jail inmates, 
whites 56 percent. 

California had the largest number 
of inmates at 25,348, while Georgia 
ranked first in number of inmates for 
its population total—132 inmates of 
100,000 population; Hawaii at 15 per 
100,000 and towa at 19 were low on 
this scale.
